Ambiguous Answer Is

Chicago, October 26.— Nothing 
short of a “satisfactory settlement” 
can avert the threatened railroad 
strike, leaders of the big five trans- 
portation brotherhoods Wednesday 
night informed the United States 
Railroad board. 

This ultimatum by the railroad 
union leaders was the result of the 
board’s attempt to avert the threat- 
ened walkout by a joint mediation 
conference, attended by both the 
railroad executives and the broth- 
erhood leaders. 

As Thomas DeWitt Cuyler, presi- 
dent of the American Association of 
Railway executives, did not offer 
any concessions when he presented 
the carriers’ side of the dispute, the 
conference was adjourned with no 


definite results, and a truce seem- j 


ingly farther away than ever. 
Chairman R. M. Barton announced 


that the railroad board will make y 


public a decision fixing blame for 
the threatened walk-out. 
To Return to Cleveland. 

The labor leaders declared they. 
will return to Cleveland after con- 
ferences here Thursday with their 
general chairmen. 

At the conclusion of a day which 
teemed with the defiance of the 
brotherhood leaders, Chairman R. M. 
Barton, of the railroad board, arose 
and solemnly asked the union lead- 
ers four questions. 

A hush fell over the great audi- 
torium, jammed with all the nota- 
bles of the railroad world as the 


white-haired chairman addressed the f 


defiant leaders. 

“Who or what authority in your 
labor organization can now with- 
draw the order to strike or stop 
the strike?” he asked each of the 
five leaders. 

Could Stop Strike. 


Each of the five men, with the 
exception of W. S. Carter, president 
of the Brotherhood of Firemen and 
Enginemen, said that he with his 
executive committee could stop the 
strike. Carter said that only the 
men in his organigation could fore- 
stall it. 

A silence even more intense 
greeted Barton’s next question: 

“Suppose you, the chief executive 
or your general chairman issued 


-an order or a estatement that a 


strike should not occur, do you not 
believe the strike would be pre- 
vented?” 

The answer of Warren S. Stone, 
grand chief of the engineers, was 
the answer of them all. 

“I do not believe,” he said, “that 
any order from us would do any 
good now, unless wecould say with 
it that we have made a satisfactory 
eettlement of all issues.” 

This answer was greeted with 
applause by the great throng of 
strike sympathizers. 

Chairman Barton waited until the 
noise subsided. 

“If the board shall declare that a 
strike is not justified, and should 
not occur, and directs that the em- 
ployees do not strike, will the order 
be obeyed?” he was asked. 

Crux of Effort. 

Here was the crux Of the entire 
attempt of the board to successfully 
settle the threatened strike. 

“With all due respect to the board, 
I will say thata mere order from the 
poard, without a satisfactory settle- 
ment, would not be obeyed.” said W. 
G. Lee, president of the Brotherhood 
of Railway Trainmen, and his an- 
swer was echoed by his four asso- 
ciates. 

These latter answers were re- 
ceived in absolute silence. There 
was not a single handclap from any 
quarter. 

Chairman Barton then read his 
last question. 

“Will you, as chief excutive, use 
all your powerand influence to see 
that the order of the board is 
obeyed?” he asked. 

Theanswer of T. C. Cashen, pres- 
ident of the Switchmen’s Union of 
North America, was typical of all 
the rest. 


“Y cannot say what I will do.” he 


sald. 
The session was then adjourned

ATLANTA BUILDING 
ALREADY EQUALS 
RECORD OF 1920 


Erection Cost More Last 
Year, But Cost of Build- 
ing Materials Was the 
Cause of Difference. 


Atfanta building operations up to 
the present this year are equal in 
size and in. number to the full 
twelve months of 1920. The differ- 
ence in money figures is approxi- 
mately $3,500,000 iess for the cur- 
rent year, which shows the striking 
reduction in the price of building 
materials. The fall of materials is 
reflected in the number of homes 
that have been —built—1,110 since 
January 1—more than twice as 
many aS were erected’in the pre- 
ceding twelve months. 

Foreseeing the decline of prices, 
City Building Inspector C .J. Bow- 
en predicted as the year opened 
that $10,000.000 spent on construc- 
tion in 19Zi would be a better 
year’s work than 1920, when the 
value of all permits was $13,372,666. 
Congolidation of reports showed 
thag his forecast was tog. conserva- 
tive. Up to Wednesday permits 
had been issued for construction 
totaling $9,682,609. 

Was Too Conservative. 

Mr. Bowen estimated that 1,000 
new dwellings ‘would be a fine 
showing and Atlanta would build 
that many. Again he was too con- 
Servative. He would not be sur- 
prised now if the number reaches 
1,300. His chief clerk, A.C. Mc- 
Daniel, had fixed a gues at 1,200. 

In the face of business depres- 
sion that has affected other lines 
ra industry in recent months, build- 
ing has been bounding upward and 
now promises to smash all previ- 
ous records of the inspector's office. 
There is more. than a probability 
that the banner. year of 1920 will 
be surpassed.

January, 42; February, 58: March, 
100; April, 118; May, 146: June, 146;

$1,556,282; June, $855.716: July,

ber, $916,620; October, $762,322. 

Home building has predominated 
the field, that is moderate priced 
residences.

DISARMING PARLEY 


Premier of France Wins 
Vote of Confidence After 
Long Fight—“Valise Is 
Packed,” He Says.

Paris, October 26.—Premier Aris- 
tide Briand will go to the Wash- 
ington armaments conference with 
a clear-cut mandate from the cham- 
ber of deputies to act according to 
the international policies as enun- 
ciated by his own government. 

With a vote of confidence grant- 
ed by the chamber after an up- 
roarious session which was once 
suspended because the debate had 
gone beyond, the bounds of parlla- 
mentary procedure in its bitterness, 
the premier gained a fair working 
majority in-the lower house, safe 
enough at least until his return 
from the Washington conference un- 
less his position becomes greatly 
weakened auring his absence.. The 
vote was 338 to 172. 

“My valise is packer,” Briand had 
told the’ deputies in. his final ad- 
dress from the tribune. 

Briand won his point by the fam- 
ous trick of old pariiamentarians— 
he defied the chamber to oust him, 
flayed his enemies, particularly Tar- 
dieu, for the mistakes of the men 
who made the peace treaty, and 
wound up in an oratorica] outburst 
that swept all the doubtful votes in 
the chamber to his rescue.

SENATE ASSURED 


REPEAL-OF LEVY 


(ON EXCESS PROFIT 


Effect During Current 
Calendar Year, Upper 
House Decides.

Washington, October 26.—The ex- 

cess profits tax will be repealed 
January 1, 1922, but will apply dur- 
ing the current calendar year, the 
senate has decided, 

This settles one of the most 
troublesome questions in connection 
with the revision of the revenue 
laws, and gives assurance that the 
government’s chief wartime levy 
will be wiped off the statute books. 

tepeal of the tax has been asked 
by two presidents and three secre- 
taries of the treasury, but congress 
was unwilling to grant the requests 
because it was argued heavy levies 
should be made on war profits, and 
because it w&s feared the repeal 
would be unpopular The present 
decision was reather ig the face of| 
strong opposition from the demo- 
crats and a considerable number of 
republicans. 

, Other Votes May Come. 

“The senate approyed the excess 
profits section-of the revenue Dill 
article by article Wednesday with- 
out a record vote. Other votes may 
be taken when_the bill is finally 
enacted, but it is conceded attempts 
to force alterations will fail. 

Previously the senate had rejected 
two amendments offered by Senator 
Reed, of Missouri, to retain the tax. 
One would have imposed a levy of 
20 per cent.on net profits from 15 
to 50 per cent, and a 40 per cent 
levy on profits in excess of 60 per 
cent. The'vyote’on this was 31 to 42. 
Democrats solidly supported Reed. 
Senators La Fohétte, Johnson, Mor- 
ris, Kenyon and Borah, republicans, 
likewise voted affirmatively. 

Reed’s other. amendment, which 
he said he offéred merely to de- 
termine if the senate was willing to 
impose any profits tax at all, would 
have assessed a levy of 20 per cent 
on profits above 50 per cent. 

The senate will vote Thufsday on 
the corporation income tax, under 
unanimous agreement. This tax is 
advanced as a substitute for the 
profits tax. All amefidments to the 
committee’s section will be disposed 
of at 4 p. m., except those offered 
by Senator Walsh, of Massachusetts, 
which are receiving the support of 


the minority. 
Proposes 15 Per Cent Tax. 

The committee proposes a tax of 
15 per cent_on corporation incomes, 
anh increase of 1-2 per cent over 
the house figure. The present tax 
is 10 per cent. Walsh and the mifi- 
ority will contend for a graduated 
tax ranging from 12 1-2 per cent on 
incomes up to’ $100,000 to 25 per cent 
on incomes’ over $500,000.

DIES IN AMBULANCE

State Entomologist Had 
Conferred With Commis- 
sioner J. J. Brown in Aft- 
ernoon on His Work. 


Arthur C. Lewis, state entomol- 
ogist, died early Wednesday night 
while being rushed from his apart- 
ment at 17 West Alexander street 
to the Grady hospital as the result 
of drinking a dose of cyanide of 
potassium, which, according to Mrs. 
Lewis, he had taken with suicidal 
intent because of continued ill 
health. 

Coroner Paul Donehoo was noti- 
fied by Night Chief of Police E. L. 
and an inquest probably will 
be held Thursday morning. 

According to Mrs. Lewis, her hus- 
band entered the dining room from 
the kitchen shortly after supper and 
declared that he had taken a dose 
of cyanide potassium. “It is no use 
to do anything for me. It’s all 
over,” he is quoted as saying. An 
empty glass wae afterward found 
in the kitchen, 

Dies in Ambulance. 

A Grady hospital ambulance went 
to-the. Lewis home in the LaFayette 
Court apartments following a call 
by Mrs. Lewis. Mr. Lewis was dying 
when the ambulance arrived, and 
was dead before it reached the hos- 
pital. 


Mrs. Lewis stated that after in- 


\ forming her of his act he seated

himself in the dining room. After 
notifying a Mr. James, who rents a 
room in the apartment, of the con- 
dition of her husband, she went to 
the telephone to call the hospital,

ufacture of medical beer under the 
new treasury regulations will pro- 
ceed with promptness and dispatch, 
internal Revenue Commissioner 
Blair said today. 

Operations of the regulations pro- 
mulgated on Monday, Mr. Blair said. 
would be devoid of red tape and 
without undue delay. Brewers have 
only to apply to their state direc- 
tors, he-expiained, in order to ob- 
tain the necessary permits. 

Brewers who have violated the

U. S. Steam Plant 


It ig expected that Secretary of 
War John W. Weeks, upon his ar- 
rival in Atlanta Thursday, with 
President Harding’s party, will take 
up the question of granting the Ala- 
bama Power company permission to 
eperate the govermment steam plant 
at Sheffield, Ala., in efforts to re- 
lieve the power snortage which is 
threatening to interfere seriously 
with industries in the five states of 
North and South Carolina, Georgia, 
Alabama and Tennessee. 

Secretary Weeks already has been 
telegraphed by the railroad com- 
mission of Georgia and by H. M. At- 
kinson, chairman of the board of 
directors of the Georgia Railway 
and Power company, urging that in 
the interest of the public the states 
affected permission to operate the 
steam plant be granted. These 
wires have been supplemented by 
wires from the Alabama Railroad 
commission, the Alabama Power 
company and various companies and 
industries in the five states named. 


The power shortage grows more 
serfous daily, and for this reason it 
is expected that Secretary Weeks 
will probably have a statement to 
make upon his arrival in Atlanta. 

Low water is the cause of. oe

THE PRESIDENT! 


It ig a rare honor and a dis- 
tinct pleasure for Atlantans to be 
able today to welcome as its guests 
the president of the United States 
and the first lady of the land.

entertainment events as not to give 
the distinguished visitors adequate 
opportunity to partake of the full 
measure of hospitality which At- 
lanta would gladly extend if their 
siay were longer. 

But their visit will be long 
enough to enable: the city to ex-| 
tend to the president and his wife 
a most cordial greeting and a wel- 
come typical of its spirit of loyalty 
and patriotism. 

In welcoming President Harding 
the-city is extending its greeting. 
to the ltead of the nation; and to 
a man, who, as president, has dem- 
onstrated the highest conception 
of his position, and who has 
abundantly shown that, regardless 
of political considerations, he is 
endeavoring to meet the require- 
ments of the whole people. 

In this respect President Har- 
ding has proven himself to be a 
man of broad grasp and vision, one 
who respects the opinions and tra- 
ditions of those who honestly dis- 
agree with him in political convic- 
tion, and who is sincere in his 
desire to discharge the duties of 
his exalted position in a manner 
that will bring him the approval 


‘\of the whole country. 


This is the first trip President 
Harding has made to this section 
since he succeeded to the presi- 
dency.

COWS AND CREAM. 

Of the many lines of diversifi- 
cation that have been suggested 
as offering the way of escape 
from the bondage: of cotton none 
commends itself more forcefully 
as an aid to the solution of the 
boll weevil problem than farm 
dairying as 2 “side line” in con*| 
nection with the production of 
food and feed crops, hogs, beef 
cattle, poultry, etc. 

This subject is discussed inter- 
estingly by Roland Turner, gen- 
eral agricultural agent of the 
Southern railway, in an informa- 
tive commuhication appearing 
elsewhere upon this page. 

Mr. Turner’s communication 
was suggested by our recent edi- 
torial based upon an inquiry we 
received from Mrs. W. H. Brook, 
of Bowden, Carroll county, as to a 
market for her “nice, firm” but- 
ter, and in which we took the po- 
sition that a system should be 
evolved whereby no rural house- 


wife in Georgia would at any time 


be at a loss for a demand for 
every pound of butter.and all the 
eggs, poultry, etc., she can pro- 
duce. 

Mr. Turner says that “the an- 
swer to your correspondent is the 
sale of cream instead of butter;” 
and he goes on to show that it is 
more profitable to the farm house- 
wife and small-scope dairy farmer 
to sell cream than to make butter 
of it, for reasons that he makes 
plain. 3 

He points out, the sale of cream 


‘there throughout Carroll county 


relieves the housewife of the work 

' entailed in making butter, and be- 
—_ the price of cream—sweet 
or sour, it makes no difference 
which—is higher than the aver- 
age prices paid for “country but- 
ter,” the general public demand 
being for creamery butter of 
standard, dependable quality. 

By the simple process of sepa- 
rating the cream from her milk, 
the housewife has her cream for 
sale to the creamery, and the skim 
mfik is left as a valuable by-prod- 
uct to feed to pigs and poultry— 
another potential source of prof- 
itable income. 

This is a branch of rural] indus- 
try to which this section is 4ad- 
mirably adapted, and if developed 
here to the extent of our possibili- 
ties, there is not a state in the 
union that could surpass Georgia 
in it! 

Georgia pays annually thou- 
sands upon thousands of dollars 
for butter produced in the east 
and middle west,while so many of 
our own farmers are struggling 
from year to year, living on credit, 
and not even properly feeding 
themselves and their families, try- 
ing to eke out a miserable exist- 
ence raising cotton under boll 
weevil conditions. 

Instead of being an importer of 
dairy products from Wisconsin, 
lowa, New York, New Jersey, 
Ohio, etc.—states whose feed pro- 
duction capabilities are inferior to 
that of ours, and whose ‘climate is 
not to be compared with that of 
Georgia— this state ought to be 
not only self-supporting in this re- 
spect, but it should be an ex- 
porter. 

Our soil and climate are adapt- 
able to the production of forage 
and feeds that are ideal for dairy 


| purposes—sorghum, peavine hay, 


velvet beans and other feeds that 
in point of food value for dairy 
cattle surpass ‘anything that can 
be produced in the north, east or 
west—and a climate that permits 
open grazing practically the year 
round. 

I¢ is a splendid sign of the 
times that these peculiar qualifi- 
cations of Georgia as a potential 
dairy state are at last being 
recognized, and that several 
creameries have,been established, 
opening a market for all the 
cream that can be produced by 
the farmers; and, as Mr. Turner 
says in his communication, “prac- 
tically every southern farmer is 
within easy reach of a creamery 
market.”

Theoretically this may be true, 
but in the sense of practicability 
it is not, for there are thousands 
of Georgia farmers who are not 
within as “easy reach” of a 
créamery as they ought to be. 
Certainly the Brook farm in Car- 
rélh tounty is not Within as ‘easy 
reach of a creamery as it should 
be or Mrs. Brook would know 
what to do with her dairy product 
without asking The Constitution 
to find her a market! 

Carroll county is one of the 
richest agricultural counties in 
Georgia. It is a veritable princi- 
pality in itself; and yet one of its 
industrious farm women is at a 
loss for a. buyer of her product. 
Mrs. Brooks and her sister 
farm women. scattered-here and 


cannot establish a creamery to 
provide a market for their butter- 
fat, But they will produce the 
butterfat for a creamery estab- 
lished within their reach. 

It is up to the business men of 
Carroll county to see to it that 
such facilities are provided. 

The same thing is true of every 
other county in Georgia. 

This has been done in several 
instances. There are several 


creameries in Georgia that have 
been established upon the co- 
operative plan as here suggested, 
and they are doing a remunerative 
business and performing a splen- 
did service to the communities in 
which they are located. 

There is not a rural community 
in any county in this state that {s 
not capable of producing cream in 
quantity, together with a variety 
of other farm products, and there 
should be creamery facilities 
within easy reach of every one of 
them. 

The business men of -this state 
could do nothing better to en- 
hance their own interests and the 
welfare of their respective com- 
munities than to engage in some 
sort of constructive, concerted ef- 
fort with that end in view. 
Every farmer and every farm 
housewife in Georgia ought to be 
a regular supply patron of a Geor- 
gia creamery! 

The matter of production, col- 
lection and marketing should ‘be 
systematized in such a way as to 
make it attractive té the pro- 
ducers and would-be producers of 
cream, thus to develop the dairy 
industry in this state. 

And that can be successfully 
accomplished only through co- 
operation among the farmers and 
farm women, the creamery orgen- 
izations, the business men of the 
various rural counties and the 
ultimate consumers of the finish- 
ed dairy products.

JUST WHAT I8 VITAMIN? 
I don’t know just what a vitamin 
is. 
Science has not yet determined the 


physical or chemica] nature of this 
newly discovered food aecessory, but 
we know that certain‘ foods tontain 
these factors, and other fodds do hot, 
and unless the. diet includes foods 
which contain vitamins grave nutri- 
tional disordérs are inevitable, no 
matter how: rich and plentiful the 
food may be-dn- ordinary respects. 
Hiow do we know ail this, if no one 
has yet identified vitamins ¢hemical- 
ly or physically? By experiments 
in animal feeding and by the appli- 
cation of the valuable results of 
these experiments to infant feeding. 
Here is another instance of the great 
value to mankind of animal experi- 
mentation, if one were trying to 
raise white fats or pink rabbits to 
sell, and one. observed that young 
animals fed with fresh raw milk 
and fresh green leaves thrived and 
Srew rapidly, whereas other groups

Cows andCream Suggested 
As Way of Escape From 
Ravages of Boll Weevil | 


Editor Constitution: The editorial 
in your issue of October 23 entitled 
“Butter Goes Begging,” has been 
read with interest, as it presents a 
problem that has existed Georgia 
for years, the solving of which the 
writer has given much study. 

The answer to the problem of 
your correspondent which is the 
text of your editorial, is the sale of 
cream instead of butter. Country 
butter, or butter made upon the 
farms is not of sufficient uniformity 
and quality to sel] in competition 
with the creamery product. While 
of course butter made in Georwia 
farm homes is good, and when pos- 
Sible to sell upon the basis of a 
personal acquaintanceship, & may 
be placed to g004 advantage. 
When, however, country butter loses 


ket as such, the product is not of 
even quality and does not sell for 
more than about one-half the price 
consumers pay for creamery but- 
ter. 

Country butter today is quoted in 
Atlanta at 25 cents per pound, while 
the price of butterfat at creamer- 
ies in Georgia is about 39 cents per 
pound. The sale of cream relieves 
the housewife of much work and 
drudgery, and besides, the price of 
butterfat at Oe creamery is aiways 
considerably Righer than the price 
received for butter, except in in- 
stances where the. farm woman is 
able to sell her butter to acquaint- 
ances upon contract. 

Creameries For All. 

Creamery markets have been es- 
tablished throughout the gouth until 
now practically every farmer is 


within easy reach of a creamery 
market. While individual farmers, 
in many instances, may not produce 
enough cream td ship individually, 
community co-operation may be 
hack, cream shipping stations estab- 
lished or cream gathering days ar- 
ranged, when every farmer may 
carry in his surplus cream, regard- 
less of whether jt be much or little. 


In selling cream to the creamery, 
it is not necessary that shipments 
be made more often than about 


twice each week. Durin&® the fali 
and winter months shipments may 
be made even once a week. Cream 
sent to the creamery may become 
ripened or sour without danger of 
lowering the quality of butter made 
from same. It, however, shotld be 
kept in a cool place, and as nearly 
as possible kept sweet. The meth- 
od to use is to soon after milking 
separate with a machine, or if no 
machine is used the milk should be 
set away in a cool place to allow 
the cream to rise, after which cream 
should be dipped off with a spoon, 
placed tn the shipping can, and kept 
as coo] aS possible by placing fn 
the spring, in the well or in a cel- 
lar. < 

After each milking the cream 
should be separated or skimmed 
with a spoon as above suggested 
and added to the shipping Can. 
This method of handling and mar- 
keting cream makes the product a 
farm staple and insures the market 
price for butter at all times. 


In considering the question it 
must be remembered that in no 


section of the country has the mat- 
ter of marketing country butter 
been satisfactority soived, and that 


in the highly developed dairy sec- 
tions of the country this plan is 
used, and in most instances Dbut- 
ter, even for the farm family’s use, 
is made at the creamery, the farm- 
er sell.ng all cream and buying but- 
ter consumed within her borders, 
quantities of creamery butter that 
is shipped into the south and sold 
to southern consumers is produced 
in this way, and of course if Geor- 
gia is to be able to supply the but- 
ter consumer within her borders, 
it is absolutely necessary that tne 
butterfat be handled through cen- 
tralized creameries, and the prad- 
uct thus made uniform and of qual- 
ity to compete with that being 
shipped in from the north and 
northwest. 


One-Crop System Gone, 
The coming of the cotton boll 
weevil does not mean that we can- 
not raise cotton profitably longer, 


but it does mean that we cannet 
safely depend on the cotton crop as 
the only source or cash income; 
hence the dairy cow as a steady 
source of cash income from month 
to month throughout the year is 
being considered and studied by our 
farmers to a greaten extent than 
éver before. There Is no line of 
live stock production which fits so 
wel] in the cropping system that 
should be worked out under boll 
weevil conditions ag the dairy cow. 
Our farmers should keep a few ad- 
ditional cows, cream should be sold 
and the skim milk fed to pigs and 
poultry thus from the sale of cream 
supplemeuted by the cash income 
from the sale of poultry and hogs, 
we may esfablish a definite source 
of cash income that will be much 
more safe and dependable than cot- 
ton, even before the advent of the 
boll weevil. Another very great ad- 
vantage to be gained from the ad- 
dition of a few cows and the sale 
of sour cream is in connection with 
the marketing of farm production 
that will follow the change from 
s0 great a cotton acreage to fewer 
acres with a greater acreage in le- 
guminous creps and other forage 
and grain suitable for stock feed. 

At this time, as you no 
know, one of the great problems in 
connection with Georgia agricul- 
ture is the marketing of produc- 
tion from acres that have been re- 
leased from cotton. We hear much 
complaint. about the poor prices 
farmers are able to receive for hay 
made from cow peas, soy beans, 
etc., amd for corn and other grain 
and feed crops. It should be re- 
membered that if we kept more 
cows through which these feeds 
might be marketed, this problem of 
markets would practically disap- 
pear, especially in so far as for- 
age and grain is concerned. 

Georgia should adopt an agricul- 
tural policy that would involve the 
sale of as nearly as possible the 
finished product from Georgia 
farms. Our policy should be oO 
market from Georgia farms certain 
fruits, vegetables, melons, etc., to 
which our conditions and soi] are 
wel] adapted, and which we can 
grow to perfection, the sale of 
dairy products, poultry products, 
pork, beef, cotton and cottomnsced. 
No Georgia farm should offer hay 
or grain for sale as such. 

As above stated, there are cream- 
ery markets practically available to 
every farm in Georgia. Only re- 


cently there has been established 
at Ashburn, Ga., a creamery of the 
most modern type, also at Rome, 
Ga., there is a creamery. It should 
be remembered that creameriles 
must have production in order to 
succeed, and the problem today is 
not more creameries, but a better 
support of those existing by farm- 
ers within the state. 
Sour Cream Net Perishable. 

Sour cream is not as perishable a 
product as either sweet milk or 
sweet cream, consequently may be 
moved successfully over longer dis- 
tances. Every co-operation and as- 
sistance should be given creamer- 
ies now existing and they should 
be so supported by farmers to to 
insure their success as the devel- 
opment of sour cream dairying goes 
forward, additional -creameries at 
points will follow. The creamery 
has solved the problem of market- 
ing butter, and the dairy business 
in Georgia cannot be bullt up on 
any other basis than the sale of 
sour cream to butter a plants 
where butter may be standardized 
and made uniform and handled into 
the channels of trade in line with 
business practices and in competi- 
tion with butter made in the highly 
develoned dairy sections of the 
country.

serving sentences in federal prisons 
of this country for alleged viola- 
tions of the espionage laws. 

The senator's. resolution is as fol- 
lows: 

“Whereas, the United States gov- 
ernment is at peace with Germany 
and her allies, and, 

“Whereas, many,persons are now 
serving sentences §m federal prisons 
of this country for alleged viola- 
tions of the espionage act. one of 
the war laws of the late administra- 
tion, and 

“Whereas, all powers, the United 


States excepted, engaged in the late | 


world war have freed their political 
prisoners, 

“Be it. therefore, resolved, that 
the president is requested to grant 
freedom to all persons now serving 
sentences for violating the. said 
espionage laws and to restore to 
said persons all civil and political 
rights.” 

When the resolution is taken up 
by the committee for consideration 
Scnator Watson will submit’ the 
naines of political prisoners, their 


present places of Incarceration. and, 


will also submit memorandas as to 
many of the specific cases. Among 
the list will be that of Eugene Debs. 
socialist, and David T. Blodgett.

New York, October 26.—Apart 
from speculative issues, especially 
oils,in which recent gains were en- 
hanced, today’s stock market was 
dull and inoonciusive.

10 His DEAT 


Lead, S. D., October 26.—Father 
A. B. Belknap, parisn priest at St. 
Patrick's church, here, was lured 
from his home here today and shot 
to death. — 

The priest was called from his bed 
by a man .who represented that he 
wanted him to answer a sick call.

Washington, October 26.—Deci- 
sion of many West Virginia mine 
operators to refuse next spring to 
re-enter into wage contracts with 
their employees’ unions was an- 
nounced today to the senate com- 
mittee investigatiusg conditions in 
the West Virginia fields. The state- 
ment was made by Ernest M. Mer- 
rell, a Charleston mining engineer 
and operator, who said that a con- 
certed move “was under way to 
fight the closed union shop when 
the time for renewal of wage con- 
tracts arrives, April 1. 

Disclosure of the operators’ plans 
came shortly after A. E. Hester, a 
former union organizer, had testi- 
fied that, acting under orders of 
representatives of the United Mine 
Workers, he had turned over strike 
relief benefit funds to union men 
for the purchase of guns prior to 
the recent disorders. Hester as- 
serted that he had handled between 
$3,000 and $4,000 of such funds in 
that way, taking strike fund 
“script” issued for men not then in 
camp or not found, and cashing 
them at stores in the vicinity. He 
told of having counted more than 
700 guns among the miners of the 
Mingo district on one survey he had 
made. 

Hester was released from jail at 
Charleston last Sunday, after hav- 
ing been held 110 days without, he 
declared, having had formal charges 
preferred by the union officials, 
upon whose complaint he had been 
taken into custody. 

Mr. Merrell declared the root of 
the West Virginia trouble was the 
question of law enforcement. He 
added, with emphasis, that West 
Virginia should be allowed to work 
it out,” and asserting that had not 
federal troops been sent into the 
disturbed areas the state and the 
districts affeeted woulé have solved 
the problem.
